South Vernon OU Company'* No. 
1. Stephens continues its sensation­ 
al flow, apparently 
undim inished, 
since it was drilled into the sand ut 
2038 feet a week ago. There is now 
in storage 8,100 
barrels 
of oil in 
tanks a 1)0 ve ground, 
besides the 
huge am ount of oil in the earthen 
tanks which w ere hastily construct­ 
ed in order to save the oil. 
On a •- 
count of scarcity of storage it has 
been impossible to get an accurate 
cheek on the output, but th e flow is 
apparently us strong today tis it was 
a week ago and gauges on the well 
while it was 
flowing 
into 
tanks 
whose capacity was known indicate 
th at it is m aking well beyond 3,(XN) 
barrels in*r day. 
A dditional 
storage capacity 
of 
7,500 barrels 
is 
boing put on the 
lease, but even this increase in fa- j 
d u tie s will not 
solve the problem 
officials of th e Company are con­ 
fronted with. 
They are employing 
♦■very m eans to get storage on the 
lease in the hope thut in a short 
time the completion of the pipe line 
into the field from E lectra will los­ 
able them to get th eir oil handled. 
Two weeks ago lf some one had 
suggested 
th at 
today 
the South 
Vernon Oil Company officials would 
be w restling w ith 
the 
problem of 
taking care of th e ir oil, he would 
have been told that such a condition 
would be welcomed. B ut strange us 
jj* nmv seem the problem of storage 
has become acute 
and 
efforts to 
solve it a re m aking a heavy finan­ 
cial train . 
T his Is due to tin* fact. 
of course, th a t until the pipe line 
roaches the field th e output must be 
cared fo r on the lease and when it 
is known th at 
every 
tw enty-four 
hours brings another 3,000 barrels 
or more it is easy to see that ti real 
task confronts 
the 
South Vernon 
people. 
A nother factor, Urn, Is the 
danger 
of fire. 
A little careless­ 
ness in handling fire m ight destroy 
hundreds of thousand dollars worth 
of property in a short time. 
One of the most gratifying aspects 
of the situation, however, is that the 
well continues to make its sensation­ 
al production records, w ith no iudi- 
cation of letting up. 
It is usually 
expected th a t big wells settle down 
to more modest production after the 
first few days, but the Stephens No. 
I seems to be an exception to the 
rule in this respect. 
If its flow' d i­ 
minished three-fourths It would still 
he a w onderful well, or lf it sh o u ld 
even drop down five-sixths of its 
present production it would still be 
a splendid oil well. 
Figures from any angle the well 
stands out as the best well in all the 
North Texas territory and stam ps 
tin* South Vernon field as one of the 
best in the Southw est

BOLL W EEVIL DAMAGE 
LIGHTEST IN YEARS 


Boll weevil 
damage 
throughout 
he Cotton Belt has been abnorm al­ 
ly small this season, for a number 
f reasons, according to the Bureau 
if Entomology of tho United States 
Department of Agriculture, Emerg­ 
ence over the 
Cotton 
Belt 
as a 
whole was generally 
rather light, 
with the possible exception of noun* 
extreme southerly 
points 
such as 
flu* Gulf coast of Texas. In most of 
the cotton territory the initial em­ 
ergence was only from one-fifth to 
one-tenth 
of last 
year's. Weevils, 
therefore, were not abundant enough 
to cause any particular injury to 
the liottom crop® of cotton. 
Fol­ 
lowing this, from 
Alabama 
w<*et- 
ward the season ha* been abnorm al­ 
ly dry. 
In many sections there wan 
ho precipitation other than light lo­ 
cal shower® from May to the middle 
of August. 
This absence of rain in­ 
sured a high degree of cli ma th: con­ 
trol of the weevil, accentuated by 
the unusually small plant growth of 
the season. 
While there may be in almost all 


localities m few fields which pro­ 
duced 
a 
more or 
less 
normal 
growth of cotton 
aud were some 
what damaged 
by 
weevils, these 
art* tho exception rather than the 
rule. 
At Tallulah, Isl., vrhery tho 
Bureau of Entomology maintains an 
experiment station, there ia in a 
normal season nome weevil damage 
in almost every field of cotton; this 
I year not over hulf a dorcn fields out 
of more than SOO under observation, 
have experienced any damage what­ 
ever from the. weevil. 
Recent rains may have somewhat 
stimulated the 
multiplication 
of 
tho weevils, but th© 
majority 
of 
crops are so completely mat lira that 
this will chiefly affect the probable 
abundance of weevils entering hib­ 
ernation. 
In Georgia and South Carolin* 
weevil damage has been very much 
heavier, 
though 
probably nut aa 
heavy as in these Btat(*s durlug the 
two preceding years.

YVilbarger 
finished six tee n th Inst year with a 
prize of SI50 cash. 
This year the 
award 
was 
$200 cash. 
The llrst 
eleven prizes as well as a number of 
other prizes were awarded to West 
Texas 
counties. 
The judges say 
that it was one of the most rem ark­ 
able situations in years, in which so 
many counties run so close together 
In the excellence of their exhibits, 
making it very difficult 
to award 
the premiums. 
Never had 
there 
bet n closr competition among coun­ 
ties than this 
year. 
In fact the 
first eight ranged all the way from 
902 point* to 959 point*, while the 
next twenty counties ranged from 
802 to 892 points.
